When H itler came to power on J a n ­ 
uary 3*0. 1933, at the head of a motley 
collection of men of various parties, 
the world half-smiled at the supposed 
ly opportunistic imitator of the scowl- 
ing-visaged father of Fascism, Benito 
Mussolini. Political wise men in Gel 
many and out saw his appointm ent as 
a .subtle trick to get rid of him. He 
was on the way out. His star had set. 
Had he not been defeated in his ef­ 
fort to become president? 
Had his 
Nazis not lost votes, and seats? It was 
plain. The older hands at the game 
were settling scores with the intruder. 
The coming election would finish Hit­ 
ler and his cohorts. 
Then, on the night of February 26- 
27, a mysterious fire destroyed the 
Reichstag. Hitler at once blamed the 
Communists, aud, using this “crim e’’ 
as justification, set out to accomplish 
the first step in the course of Ger­ 
m any’s “reb irth ” as he had charted it 
in the book he wrote in a prison cell. 
The first Nazi year, 1933, was the 
year of the “internal 
purification.” 
Hitler set out to crush all opposition 
—to wipe out those “internal enemies’’ 
he held responsible for Germ any’s d e ­ 
feat in the world war and her “ shame­ 
ful capitulation’’ in th post-war years. 
At the same time, the bases of the 
“corporative state" were laid. 
Based 
on Italian Fascist lines, it went far­ 
ther. 
Germany was to be “totalitar­ 
ian.” Everything and everybody was 
to be in the nation’s service.

The British alliance was still far 
off, but Italy was ready.

Construction of 
the

Started during the latter part of Oc­ 
tober, and since that time mechanics 
have been working steadily on the 
project. 
The church, built on a very conser­ 
vative plan, was erected in order to 
provide more room for the rapidly 
expanding congregation and Sunday 
schools.

this will have a seating capacity for 
least 800 persons. 
Provision has 
been made for large crowds and it 
has been so arranged that it will be 
possible to seat about 1000 persons 
in the building.

This low loss and small num ber of 
calls in the borough was augmented 
for William Peon Fire Company how­ 
ever by IO calls from out-of-town, the 
loss in these being $140,300. bringing 
the total loss for alarm s answered by 
the local flre-flghters to $140,325.
